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Indian wigwams make excellent camping' 
shelleis, and actually are not particularly dif- 
ficult to consliuct. 

Here is what you do: Take any kind of 
pliant green saplings. They should be about 
12 feet long, and not over 2 inches thick at 
the butt ends. 

Lay out the wigwam floor shape on the 
ground. Dig holes about 12 inches deep and 
2 feel apart in an oval. Set the poles upright 
jn the holes and tamp the dirt firmly around 
Ihem, see Fig. 1. The tops of the poles can 
then be bent toward the center from each 
aide, and tied with a heavy cord. Other 
alender saplings can be wound around the 
framework for added strength. Don't forget 
to leave an opening for a doorway.

The bent framework in Fig. 2 shows how 
the saplings should meet. They should b« 
tied together at the points of contact. This can. 
be done very easily with strong canvas cord. 

If possible, birchbark should be used as, 
covering material. If, however, birchbark is 
not available, ordinary canvas may be em- 
ployed. A smoke hole should be left in th« 
top, center. Bunks can be built against the 
framework, as shown in Fig, A. Tie bunk 
croaspieces together with clothesHne rope, 
as shown in Fiq. B.
